PEACH YELLOWS.—Californians are just now exercised for fear the peach yellows should be oe 
duced in that State, and are establishing an embargo, which isto keep out peach trees from other sections. 
They are wise in doing all possible to keep their trees healthy; but it is well nigh impossible that the yel- 
lows can ever exist in California. The actual experiments of the writer, made years ago, have proved that 
the peach yellows is caused by the action of a species of mushroom, Agaricus melleus, and\this species of 
mushroom does not spread in California. This Agaricus will only live in continuously moist and cool éli- 
mates. Even in the eastern States, where the yellows has probably existed in some of the more northern 
ones for a century, and where introductions have been from north to south continually, the yellows does 
not exist very far below the line of the Potomac, because the conditions are unfavorable. In like manner, 
when peach trees are grown under glass, no signs of the peach yellows have been observed, chiefly because 
that mushroom will not develop under those circumstances. We would just as soon expect to hear of 
the peach yellows in California as we would to hear of an acre of pineapples being produced in Maine.
